- I MET WITH CONGRESSMAN FASCELL.ONE OF THE CO- 
SPONSORS OF THE MORGAN-ZABLOCKI BILL. AFTER DIS- 
CUSSION IT APPEARS THAT FASCELL WILL NOT BE 
INSISTENT ON THE BILL AS PRESENTLY DRAFTED AND CAN 
PROBABLY BE PERSUADED TO USE HIS INFLUENCE AGAINST 
ATTEMPTING TO REPORT SUCH A BILL DURING THIS SESSION. 

- I CONFERRED WITH MAW AND SHLAUDEMAN REGARDING THE 
ACCREDITATION OF MR. COPAKEN AS AN ALTERNATE ADVISER 
FOR THE LAW OF THE SEA DELEGATION. COPAKEN AT THE 
PRIOR SESSION CIRCULATED ON BEHALF OF THE PUERTO 
RICANS A MEMORANDUM TO ALL OTHER DELEGATIONS TAKING 
A POSITION AT VARIANCE WITH THE U.S. POSITION. 
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WITHIN THE LAST MONTH HE HAS APPEARED ON BEHALF OF 
THE PUERTO RICANS IN EUROPE SEEKING SUPPORT FOR 
PUERTO RICAN VIEWS ON THE RESOURCES OF THE CONTINENTAL 
SHELF. ALTHOUGH THESE VIEWS ARE TECHNICALLY NOT AT 
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VARIANCE WITH THE U.S. POSITION, HE REPRESENTED 
HIMSELF TO FOREIGN GOVERNMENTS AS A MEMBER OF THE 

U. S. DELEGATION TO THE LAW OF THE SEA CONFERENCE, 

WHICH IS NOT TRUE. 

- ALDRICH REVIEWED AND REVISED PROPOSED GUIDANCE 
CONCERNING THE APPLICABILITY OF THE U.S.-PHILIPPINES 
MUTUAL DEFENSE TREATY TO THE SPRATLEY ISLANDS FOR 
CONTINGENCY USE BY THE DEPUTY SECRETARY DURING HIS 
FORTHCOMING VISIT TO MANILA. WE BELIEVE WE SHOULD BE 
PREPARED TO MAKE CLEAR TO THE GOP, SHOULD THE ISSUE 
BE PRESSED, THAT THE TERRITORIAL COVERAGE OF THE 
TREATY IS LIMITED TO TERRITORY WE BOTH AGREE IS

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I MET TODAY WITH OUR AMBASSADOR TO KOREA, RICHARD 
SNEIDER, AND REVIEWED WITH HIM THE PROSPECTS FOR 
THE UNGA DEBATE ON THE KOREAN ISSUE AND, IN PARTI- 
CULAR, SOUTH KOREAN CONCERNS AS TO WHETHER WE 
SHOULD SEEK TO OBTAIN PRIORITY FOR A CONSTRUCTIVE 
RESOLUTION ON THIS SUBIECT. 

H. RJMCCLOSEKY (8/2/76) 

I . NUCLEAR POWER STATIONS TO EGYPT AND ISRAEL. ROY 
ATHERTON APPEARED BEFORE A CLOSED SESSION OF THE SFRC THIS 
MORNING TO BRIEF THE COMMITTEE ON THE PROGRESS OF THE 
ISRAEL AND EGYPT REACTOR AGREEMENTS. SPARKMAN, CASE, AND 
PERCY SPENT THE WHOLE MORNING WITH ROY. SYMINGTON, CHURCH 
AND BIDEN ALSO PARTICIPATED FOR EXTENDED PERIODS. OB 
VIOUSLY, THE LEVEL OF INTEREST AND CONCERN ABOUT THE 

RISKS OF NUCLEAR PROLIFERATION ARE HIGH. CHURCH, SYMING- 
TON, AND BIDEN ARE OPPOSED TO ANY NUCLEAR TRANSFERS TO 
THE MIDDLE EAST. PERCY AND CASE INDICATED THEY WANTED TO 
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BE HELPFUL, BUT RETAINED RESERVATIONS ABOUT THE WISDOM OF 
THE PROPOSED AGREEMENTS. THE NEGATIVE REACTIONS RAISE 
FURTHER QUESTIONS AS TO WHETHER THESE AGREEMENTS CAN BE 
PASSED BY THE CONGRESS BEFORE ADJOURNMENT, ESPECIALLY 
SINCE IT WOULD TAKE EXCEPTIONAL AFFIRMATIVE ACTION TO 
APPROVE PRIOR TO THE EXPIRATION OF A 60-LEGISLATIVE-DAY 
WAITING PERIOD. 

2. TURKISH DCA. SENATOR CASE'S STAFFER, STEVE BRYEN, 

WHO RECENTLY RETURNED FROM THE TRIP TO ANKARA, ATHENS 
AND NICOSIA, TOLD US TODAY THAT CASE AND SPARKMAN HAVE 
AGREED TO SCHEDULE SFRC HEARINGS ON THE TURKISH DCA ON 
SEPTEMBER 15. BRYEN AND HUMPHREY'S STAFFER BILL RICHARD- 
SON WILL COMPLETE THEIR REPORT ON THE TRIP DURING THE 
RECESS. BRYEN SAID THAT THEY WERE BOTH MOST FAVORABLY 
IMPRESSED BY OUR EMBASIES' BRIEFINGS IN ANKARA, ATHENS 
AND NICOSIA AS WELL AS AT SHAPE. BRYEN SAID THAT HE 
WOULD URGE THE ADMINISTRATION TO KICK OFF HEARINGS WITH 
GENERAL HAIG. HE IS OPTIMISTIC THE COMMITTEE WILL ACT 
FAVORABLY ON THE AGREEMENT BEFORE THE CONGRESS GOES OUT 
EARLY IN OCTOBER. 

3. HARKIN AMENDMENT. CONVERSATIONS WITH HOUSE BANKING 
AND CURRENCY COMMITTEE STAFFERS INDICATE THAT THEY ARE 
AWARE OF THE PROBLEMS CAUSED BY THE HARKIN AMENDMENT AND 
SYMPATHETIC TO OUR ATTEMPTS TO DEAL WITH IT. THEIR 
SUPPORT OF THE INTER-AMERICAN DEVELOPMENT BANK IN 
PARTICULAR INDICATES A WILLINGNESS TO COOPERATE ON THIS 
ISSUE IN THE FUTURE. 

4. RELIGIOUS BELIEVERS IN THE USSR. AS THE WASHINGTON 
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POST REPORTED ON SATURDAY, BUCHANAN HAS NOW ACCUMULATED 
OVER 100 COSPONSORS FOR HIS CONCURRENT RESOLUTION EXPRESS- 
ING THE SENSE OF THE CONGRESS THAT THE SOVIET UNION SHOULD 
RELEASE IMMEDIATELY FROM IMPRISONMENT GEORGI VINS, SECRE- 
TARY OF THE COUNCIL FOR EVANGELICAL CHRISTIANS AND 
BAPTISTS, AND PERMIT HIM AND ALL OTHER RELIGIOUS BE- 
IEVERS TO WORSHIP FREELY. AMONG THE COSPONSORS ARE 
THE MAJORITY AND MINORITY LEADERS AS WELL AS HIRC CHAIR 
MAN MORGAN AND THE COMMITTEE'S RANKING MINORITY MEMBER, 
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BROOMFIELD. FRASER SUBCOMMITTEE HEARINGS ON THE RESOLU- 
TION WERE HELD IN JUNE; MARKUP IS NOT YET SCHEDULED. 

THE SAME RESOLUTION HAS BEEN INTRODUCED ON THE SENATE 
SIDE BY JACKSON. HUMPHREY, CASE AND STEVENS. NO DATE HAS 
BERN SET FOR SFRC CONSIDERATION OF THE MEASURE. 

5. LAW OF THE SEA. BARRY GOLDWATER HAS WRITTEN TO SOME 
25 ACADEMICIANS REGARDING THE ISSUE OF UNRESTRICTED 
TRANSIT THROUGH INTERNATIONAL STRAITS. HE IS CONCERNED 
THAT OUR REVISED SINGLE NEGOTIATING TEST MAY BE AMBIGI- 
UOUS ON THIS POINT AND COULD HAVE A NEGATIVE NATIONAL 
SECURITY IMPACT. GOLDWATER'S AIDE, TERRY EMERSON, TOLD 
US THAT THE SENATOR HAD AN OPEN MIND ON THE ISSUE AND 
WAS SIMPLY SEEKING EXPERT ADVICE. EMERSON ADMITTED, 
HOWEVER, THAT MINING INTERESTS HAD URGED THE SENATOR TO 
EXPLORE THIS POINT FURTHER, KNOWING THAT NATIONAL SECURI- 
TY WAS THE AREA HE CARED ABOUT THE MOST. WE INDICATED 
CONCERN THAT THE SENATOR'S INQUIRY HAS COME AT AN IN 
OPPORTUNE MOMENT- JUST WHEN THE LOS NEGOTIATIONS ARE RE- 
SUMING IN NEW YORK. 

6. AFRICA SPEECH. I HAVE FORWARDED COPIES OF YOUR 
BOSTON SPEECH TO ALL MEMBERS OF CONGRESS.

CPCC MEETING ON COMMON FUND OPTIONS PAPER AND IRB. 

I CHAIRED A MEETING OF THE COMMODITY POLICY COORDINATING 
COMMITTEE (CPCC) TODAY TO DISCUSS OUR DRAFT OPTIONS 
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PAPER ON THE UNCTAD COMMON FUND AND TO REVIEW A SET OF 
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QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS ON THE INTERNATIONAL RESOURCES 
BANK (IRB). ON THE COMMON FUND, INTERAGENCY THINKING 
IS MOVING TOWARD THE MIDDLE GROUND BETWEEN SIMPLE 
ACCEPTANCE OF THE UNCTAD SCHEME AND OUTRIGHT OPPOSITION. 
THE POSSIBILITIES WILL INCLUDE SOME VERSION OF THE 
FRENCH PROPOSAL FOR FINANCIAL LINKAGE AMONG BUFFER STOCK 
FUNDS ONCE THEY ARE AGREED AND PARTICIPATION IN THE 
NEGOTIATIONS ON THE COMMON FUND WITH THE OBJECTIVE OF 
TURNING IT INTO SOMETHING WITH WHICH WE COULD LIVE. A 
REVISED VERSION IS SCHEDULED TO GO TO THE EPB TOWARD 
THE END OF AUGUST. ON THE IRB. THERE ARE STILL A FEW 
OUTSTANDING QUESTIONS, E.G.. THE EXTENT OF RISK TO BE 
COVERED, THE DEGREE OF INVOLVEMENT IN RAISING FUNDS 
ON THE OPEN MARKET, ETC. HABIB 
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
